Washington, May 16—The 
formal 
'charges of Seymour W. Tulloch, cash- 
ier of the Washington City postofflce 
for many years until his removal four 
years ago, alleging irregularities in 
the postal administration, have been 
submitted 
to 
Postmaster 
Geneial 
Payne, 
who 
regarding 
Tulloch's 
charges, said this afternoon: 


"The great bulk of the irregularities, 


of which Tulloch corn-plains, was the 
result of the government taking over 
the postal service of Porto Rico. Tdl- 
loch refers to the troubles caused by 
the payment of Porto Rican accounts 
through the 
Washington 
postofflce 
and makes some other insinuations, as 
for example, the promotion of letter 
box schemes, etc., but there is no ev- 
idence—nothing but words. 
All that 


will be of any service whatever to the 
department in looking tip tho matters 
in connection with the investigation 
is comprised in three pages. The bulk 
of the statement, however, consists 
of an airing of his own 
grievances 


and of comments on his own removal. 
He gives letteis bearing on his re- 
moval, extracts from newspapers pub- 
lished in various parts of the country, 
and deals in glittering generalities in 
criticising former Postmaster General 
Smith. 
He refers to vouchers 
and 


payments of certain people which he 
claims to have been illegal and makes 
a severe attack upon the. comptroller 
of the treasury. He makes some ref- 
erence to an alleged smothering of the 
examination of the accounts of the lo- 
cal postoffice, but offers no new evi- 
dence or documents to substantiate his 
allegations, merely referring to certain 
people, certain vouchers, and certain 
accounts. 
There are no particularly 


new points except in explanation of 
what he heretofore has said in a gen- 
eral way. 
I am greatly disappointed. 


The document will not be of any great 
help to us. Tulloch encloses a news- 
paper clipping regarding a dinner giv- 
en by a former Washington newspa- 
per man to the postmaster 
general 
and other officials, but I fail to see 
•what bearing that has on the subject. 
He also mentions a rumor about the 
department that a 
cablegram 
had 


vOine to the department which said: 
"Papa send a transport here quick. 


I am sick,' but that is given only as 
a rumor. An argument is also made 
that 
the 
Washington 
postmaster 


should be a Washington man. 
"There are some things. 
that 
oC 
course look, on the face, to be wrong 
and that need explanation. 
All the 
charges refer to matters peitaming to 
former Postmaster General 
Smith's 


administration. It is f.o be presumed 
that the comptroller of the treasury 
and auditor ot the treasury and post- 
master of Washington will be able to 
throw some light on these matters. 
"The bulk ot the offenses alleged, is 


that vouchers weie charged to wrong 
jiccounts. 
All items not alloued by 


the comptroller \\ere 
finally audited

TCU- 
loch refers to the troubles caused by 
the payment of Porto Rican accounts 
throug-h the 
Washington 
postofflce 


and makes some other insinuations, as 
for example, the promotion of letter 
box schemes, etc., but there is no ev- 
idence—nothing- but words. 
All that 


•will be of any service whatever to the 
department in looking up the matters 


, 
in connection with the investigation 
is comprised in three pages. The bulk 
of the statement, however, 
consists

of an airing of his own 
grievances

and of comments on his own removal.

He gives letters bearing on his re- 
moval, extracts from newspapers pub- 
lished in various parts of the country, 
and deals in glittering generalities in 
criticising- former Postmaster General 
Smith.

claims to have been illegal and makes 
a severe attack upon thg comptroller 
of the treasury. He makes some ref-

The attorneys stand in a somewhat 


peculiar position in this case. Redmon 
and Hogan are to prosecute and C. C. 
Leforgee and I. R. Mills are to defend, 


Mr. Mills was for twelve years state's 


attorney and prosecuted quite a num- 
ber of cases. In two of these Mr. Red- 
mon was defender. Mr. Redmon's first 
murder trial was that of Joe Myers and 
he was the defender against Mr. Mills. 
This was also the case in the Cleven- 
ger trial. 


When Elmer Atterbery was tried and 


acquitted the position of the attorneys 
was reversed, Mr. Redmon being tne 
prosecutor and Mr. Mills b?ing on the 
side of the defense. 


In the McCoole case the same thing 


will happen again. This will make the 
fourth time that Redmon and Mills 
have been on opposite sides in mur- 
der cases in this county. Mr. Leforgee 


has also been in a number of former 
cases on both sides.

the defense of Clcvenger and in the 
prosecution of Atterbery. 


The McCoole case calls to miivj the 


former murder trials which have taken 
place in this county and some of these 
were celebrated cases. 


Some Noted Cases. 


The court records show that between 


forty and fifty times has the charge of 
murder been placed on the dockets. 
Some of these cases were brought from 
other counties for trial and some were 
taken on a change of venue from tuts 
to other counties. Many did not amount 
to much and were continued until 
finally stricken and in a great many 
instances the accused went free. 


In this county only twice was the 


penalty of death 
inflicted but 
men 


have been sent to the penitentiary for 
different terms of years. 


The trial of William H. Crawford 


for the murder of Mrs. Mathias was 
a sensational case and. ended in the 
execution of Crawford on the gallows. 
In the Smith case the accused pleaded 
guilty and received the 
death sen- 


tence. 


Another celebrated 
case was the 


trial of Jack Faunce for the murder o£ 
Mat McKinley. He was sent to the 
penitentiary and 
nine 
years later 


Faunce was pardoned and Joe Mauzy 
was tried for the same crime and ac- 
quitted. In the Mauzy trial I. R. Mills, 
then state's attorney, did not prose- 
cute owing to his former connection 
with the case and C. C. Leforgee who 
is to defend in the McCoole case, was 
the head prosecutor in the Mauzy case. 


The trial of John Creekmur wild was. 


acquitted was a sensational trial. It 
was a question in the trial as to 
whether Roila Eoyd was killed by the 
defendant or by a vision's stallion and 
the jury decided that the horse killed 
the man and the defendant was ac- 


quitted. This was in 1894. The next 
murder trial was in 1895 and was that 
of George Tucker who shot and killed 
a young man 
named 
Wilson at a 


dance. Tucker went to the penitentiary 
for one year. 


Most Atrocious Murder. 


Joseph Myers was the next man tried 


for murder. His case came up in 1S96. 
At the first trial the jury disagreed and 
on the second trial the man was ac- 
quitted. .This was 
an exceptionally 


sensational trial. Myers was charged 
with the murder of August Hackman. 
The body of the murdered man was 
found covered with leaves in the woods 
along the I. D. & "W. tracks southeast 
of the city near the Cowford bridge. 


After .the body was buried it was 


disinterred and the broken skull, to- 
gether with bloody clothes and other 
articles pertaining to the case were 
exhibited. It was entirely a case of cir- 
cumstancial evidence 
and the man 


went free. 


In 1S9S Louis Clevenger was tried 


for ihe murder of Bay Telford. This 
murder occurred in the country at a 
place called Sheep's Ford east of De- 
catur. There was a woman in that 
case. At lirst it appeared that there 
would be but little chance for Clev- 
enger to escape hanging but the wom- 
an testified on cross examination in a 
way that made the shooting appear 
self-defense. Clevenger got off with 
thirty years in the penitentiary. 


The last murder trial was that of 


Elmer Atterbery last year. Atterbery 
shot and killed a man who had been 
working for him and self-defense was 
claimed and the defendant w;is ac- 
quitted. 


The old dockets show the records of 


mony others murder trials. There were 
some in the early days which were 
sensational and in one or two cases 
the persons who were defendants still 
live in the city. 


Judge William L. Hammer who can I 


recap official affaire about as far back 
as anyone says "hat he thinks the first 
murder trial was that of a man who 
kiliec a farmer by hitting him over the 
head with a club. The murder occurred! 
in Christian county and the case wa» 
brought here on a change of venue 
because the defendant was a. republi- 
can and Christian 
county was dis- 


tinctively democratic and it was fear- 
ed that the man would not get a fair 
trial in that county. Judge Hammer 
says that he remembers that a number 
of the Christian county citiz/ens came 
here heavily armed when the trial was 
in progress.

They put up an immense 
tank holding 37,000 barrels and are 
now engaged in putting up another one 
Of equal capacity. 


The expense of sinking w«!ls in 


this field is not great. The depth is

Cold English Chicken. 


Take t u o tender fowl and prepare 


them as for frying, put them in a large 
stewpan with two quarts and a pint 
of wat.-r, fi-Jd two bay leaves, two Of 
thre p sprigs nf sweet majoram, a sprig- 
of thyme, parsley and basil. Simmer 
u n t i l the meat is tendei, adding half a 
pound of well washed bacon, cut lit 
small strips. When fouls are half done 
and if you wish to go to the expense 
add half of a. small can of truffles, cut 
in slices, about quarter of an hour be- 
fore removing the fowl. 


Jn the bottom of an earthen dish 


.inange a layer of slices of hard-boiled 
oggK and tiuffles, then a layer of the 
moat carefully 
removed 
from the 


bones; season with sail and pepper; 
add more oi" the eggs and truffle slices', 
then moi e meat, etc, until the dish is a 
lit'le more than half full. Put the bones 
and trimmings back Irilo the slewpan 
and boil do\\n until i educed one-third; 
strain clear, set aside to cool anrl then 
remove all the fat. Reheat, add half 
an ounce of gelatine that has been 
soaked half an 
hour 
in fold water. 


When dissolved strain over the chick- 
en, lifting the pieces lightly to allow 
the jelly to run down. Set in a cold 
pla-'c to harden. Have a cover of puff 
paste baked and ready, and when ready 
to sci ve place this on the top. 


Game In Aspic Jelly. 


Put two pounds of a knuckle of veal, 
one slice of lean ham, a sprig of par- 
sley, l i t t l e thyme, eight pepper coins, 
one shallot cut up fine and a te.ispoon- 
ful of salt in a stewpan with one qtu 
and a pint of cold water. Set o\v 
the fire vhcre it will cook very ge 
tly until the liquor is reduced to o 
pint, then strain through a fine sie 
and let it stand in a cold place ov 
ni-;ht. In the morning i emove all th 
lat. Soak an ounce of gelatine in a cu 
of cold water lor h.-,rf an hour, poi 
over it nearly a quart or boiling 
Wf 


tor, 
Klirring until dissolved. Then dis 


solve the veal jelly in this (the jel' 
should he quite slifi), add a, lab!, 
.spoonful of lemon juice and two of re 
r-un.irt jelly dissolved in a little wa 
ter and strained. Strain until al] a, 
thoroughly mixed, then strain throug 
cheese cloth. Have ready some slice 
cold roast game and slices of hard 
boiled eggs, sprinkle with salt. Kms 
a mold out with cold water and pott 
in a. thin Inyer of the jelly, Jel it set — 
if you pack the 
mold in ice it wil 


hasten the 
work—when 
it is firrt 


enough arrange in slices of egg over 
Lipping each other, to form -A chain 
then add more .lolly, and when it sots 
lay in tho slices of meat, then mor< 
Jolly, eggs, and so on u n t i l all is use, 
arid (ho mold quite full. Lot it stanr. 
en ice over night to become very firm.
